edifice of Italy. The temporal power of the 
Pope, although it has existed for centuries, 
bas been only during a transition period 
Rome existed before it, and could continue 
to exist without it. Complaints or threats, 
either from home or abroad, would have no 
effect. le declared unassailable the utter- 
ance of King Humbert, that Rome forms an 
integral pers of Italy just as law forms a 
part of the modern world. 

After asserting that the Pope possessed 
perfect religious liberty, and was only re- 


stricted. and less harshly than in other 
Catholic states, from encroaching upon the 
sphere of reason, Crispiexclaimed: “Let 


the church, pow tree, endeavor to frighten 
Prometheus with the thunderbolts of heaven.

An important railroad transaction has 
ust been consummated between C, P. 

untington, Col. Crocker and others on 
the one hand and the Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment on the other. The road from San 
José op the west coas' of Guatemala to the 
city of Guatemala was bulit by two Ameri- 
cans und was by them soid a few years azo 
to the Southern Pacific officials named for 
$-,000,000. It was only 8 miles in length, 
but a good paying road. The need, how- 
ever, of a road across the Central America 
State has long been felt, and is now about 
to be accomplished. 

The Guatemalan Government has pur- 
chased the San J«sé6é and Guatemala 
roxud from Huntington et al, it is said, for 
#4,000.000. In connection with this pur- 
ehase the Government has borrowed £21,- 
000,000 from a large French syndicate. 
With this money it has bought the road and 
agrees to the syndicate $10,000,000 
to continue the line of rail from Guatemala 
to Port Isabel on the east coast, a distance 
of 250 miles. The road will be the making 
ofthe littie Central American State, and 
Adolphe de Urioste of this city, who was 
interviewed upon the subject last evening, 
vouchsafed the information that Port Isabei 
has one of the finest harbors in the world.

Orleans, and the completion of the line is 
likely to be of considerable benefit to the 
latter city. 

This road will only cost about $7.000.000 
to build, so that the syfidicate will make 
about $3,000,000 in its buiiding..

A NUMBER OF INDICTMENTS 
REOTIFIED 


And a New Bill, Presented—Henry 
and Ben Edelman and A. A. 
Montafio, the Subject of Fresh 
Attention—8 Now Out of 


A MISSING GIRL 


Her Mysterious Disappearance from 
San Francisco. 

At 8:30 yesterday evening a lady 
who gave her name as Mrs. T, 8. 
Baldwin of San Francisco, walked 
into the police station and requested 
to see the Chief. She iniormed bim 
that she had just arrived on the even- 
ing train from San Francisco and her 
object in coming to Lus Angeles was 
to find her niece, Luise Cassidy, who 


The Grand Jury met yesterday morn- 
ing for the first time in several weeks, | 
and they created somewhat of a sensa- 
tion in the aiternoon. As near aiter 
noon as copsistent with the respective 
digestion of the members, which was 
at 12:40 o’clock, the jury filed into 
Judge Cheney’s courtroom and de- 
sired to present areport. There were 
only a few persons present when Fore- 
man Furrey stood up and reported. 
The budget consisted of nine indict- 
ments, and the Court, after loukixg at 
the documents, fixed the bail. In 
seven of the indictments the bond was 
fixed at $500 in each case, and in the 
other two at $3000 each. The speed 
with which the report was made, after 
the morning convening, was the occa- 
sion of some remark. And when the 
news ot the return of indictments 
got around, speculation was rife as to 
whom the Grand Jury had tackled. 

Tue greater number of the indict- 
ments were soon learned to be against 
y Edeiman and Ben Edeiman, 
and the main point of inquiry was the 
cause of an addit:onal piling up of in- 
dictments against the defendants. 

It was finaily learned tha. they were 
to reuder perfect the former.iadict- 
ments of the Grand Jury. r the 
two defendants had been indicted 
their attorneys sprung the question of 
the qualifications of the Grand Jury, 
asserting that some of the members 
who voted on the indictments are resi- 
dents of Orange county and are dis- 

ualified from sitting on the Grand 
Ture of Los Angeles county. On Mon- 
day, Judge Wade cited the Grand Jury 
to appear before him Saturday next and 
be examined as to their quaiifications. 

It is understood that the indiciments 
returned yesterday are framed to meet 
any possible objections that may be 
brought on that score, and thatthe 
gentlemen who voted on them before, 
suspected of a residence in the new 
county, did not vote on the new in- 
dic' ments. 

Henry Edelman and Ben Edelman 
had seven indictments against them 
originally, four against Henry and 
three against Ben. As is well under- 
stood, Henry Edelman was Deputy 
County Clerk, and was in Lepartment 
No. 1 of the Suoerior Court, Judge 
Cheney. .It is charged that be manipu- 
lated the jurors’ and witnesses’ ac- 
counts in an illegal manner, so that 
they became a source of considerable 
revenue to him. ; 

When the defendants were arrested 
during the afternoon they rustled 
around for bail, and secured it after a 
short time. The sureties were John 
Rebman and 8. C. Dodge. They quali- 
fied to the satisfaction of Judge Cheney, 
$2000 for Henry Edelman and $1500 for 
Ben Edelman, and the accused were- 
admitted to bail according to the re- 
quirements of the indict ments. 

The remaining indictments were 
two, in which the bail was fixed at 
$8000 euch. One of them was for A.

Some days be gathers up two or three 
dead animals and some days none at 
ail, and the complement oi seven ig 
hardly ever completed oftener than 
once a week. By that time it is nat- 
ural to suppose that some of the ani- 
mais do not smell as sweet as a breath 
trom Araby the blest. 

When the steaming process 1s com- 
pleted, the bones are taken out of the 
cauidron and thrown into a pile, and 
the pulp is laid.on the greund to dry. 
In a day or t it is turned over 
dry op the underside and then it is 
ready to sell for a fertilizer. Six horses 
will turn out only about four wheel- 
barrows full of the compound, afier re- 
moving the bones. Farrell says he 
has sold fifteen tons of fer- 
tilizer to one firm of orchard- 
ists, for which he reaiized $10.a ton. 
He claims that, after drying, the com- 
is odoriess, aud that it makes a 

rst-rate iertilzer. The bones area 
drug on the market, and. when salable 
ut all,to be ground into fertilizers, 
command only $7 a ton. The grease 
tried out is biack and not marketable 
atall. The horse hides bring 50 cents 
apiece, and calf skins are hardly worth 
taking off. 

Farrell claims that the dead animal 
contract is no soit snap. Heges $4 
apiece for the animals when hauled off 
by wity contract, and $6 from indi- 
viduais. Out of his earnings he has 
tohire the ground where his rendering 
works are |wcated, hire a hand at $0 a 
month to supervise the cookery, pay a 
heavy coal bill aid keep a team to 
haul! the animals upto the cafion. One 
month he made a record of 83 animals, 
and the nuwber has gone as low as 16. 

Farrell’s statement is given ‘or what 
itis worth. His method o° work will 
undoubtedly be subjected to a thor-

GRANTS. 


We are used to look for competition, 
in the business of attracting immigra- 
tion, on the part of Oregon, Washing- 
ton Territory, Texas, and other West- 
ern States and Territories, and from 
Florida in the South, but it is some- 
thing new to find the New England 
States entering into competition with 
the West. for immigrants, Yet such 
is the caso. 

N. J. Batchelder, State Commissioner 
of Immigration for New Hampshire, 
has received returns from the Select- 
men of 160 towns ia reply to his official 
circular asking for intormation in re- 
lation to deserted farms with 
buildings upon them in a fair state o 
repair, or that can be easily made 
fit for occupancy. The towns re- 
turned report ‘an aggregate of 
887 deserted farms. The Com- 
missioner has issued a_ circular 
to the owners of abandoned farms in 
the State, which directs that a report 
be made to him under a law passed at 
the recent session of the Legislature, 
giving information in regard to the 
abandoned farms of New LIlampshire, 
with the purpose in view of securing 
their reoccupancy and _ cultivation. 
There will be published a terse descrip- 
tion of each abandoned farm for sale 
in the State, together with the price 
demanded and terms of payment 
given. This list will include only those 
abandoned farms on which there are 
comfortable buildings, or those that 
can be made so at little expense. 
Ten thousand or more copies—of 
this catalogue will be published 
and distributed in this and such 
foreign countries as the Governor or 
Council may decide. The publication 
will be a pamphlet of 40 or more pages, 
setting forth the advantages of the 
State in the matter of soil, climate, 
agricultural products, summer board- 
ing, business, manufacturing, banking 
institutions, creameries, grunité quar- 
ries, and will contain a mapof the 
Stace. An edition of 10,000 of this 
book will be distributed, and, in addi- 
tion, 25,000 folders will be sent out. 
The secretary states that he is already 
receiving many inquiries about de- 
serted farms from people in Massachu- 
setis, Connecticut, New York and 
other States. 

It is very doubtful whether the tide 
of immigration once turned west can 
be seriously reversed, even if, as we 
are told, good farms in the New Eng- 
land States can be secured, with build- 
ings, for as little as $5 anacre. The 
very fact that these farms shave been 
abandoned, and are offered at so nomi-

THE DARK SIDE OF CHINESE 


Every once ina while the true in- 
wardness of the dark side of the child- 
like and bland Chinaman’s character 
comes to the surface, and astonishes 
those whose knowledge of the Celestial 
character is confined to surface obser- 
vation on the streets of a California 
city. 

An instance of this occurred a few 
weeks ago in the island of Borneo, 
where summary and righteous ven- 
geance was meted out to a Chinese se- 
cret society, which recently decreed 
death to all non-members. This so- 
ciety was the Ghae Sin, notorious in 
China for lawless deeds. It had gained 
great strength within the last few 
years in Sarawak, and all arrange- 
ments had been made to take ven- 
geance on the Chinese who refused to 
recognize its authority. Luckily, 
Rajah Brooke, son of the famous 
Rajab who established British suprem- 
acy in the Straits, learned of the conspir- 
acy, and in a sudden attack upon 
the society’s quarters secured docu- 
ments that led to the arrest of about 
fifty leading members. Six were con- 
demned to death and eleven to be 
flogged, branded, and, after imprison- 
ment, permanently exiled. On 
August 12th, the six condemned to 
death were taken out in a small 
steamer, blindfolded, bound and shot, 
their bodies being sunk in the river. 
About a score of prisoners will be ex- 


iled, after flogging and branding, if 


they will not reveal further secrets of 
the order. ‘This is the same society 


which almost compassed the murder 


of the first Rajah, Brooke, and all the 
foreigners in Sarawak a yeneration 
ago. Several hundred were then 
hanged or shot and the society was 
wiped out. <A branch of this society 
exists in San Francisco, and its mew- 
bers are among the most desperate of 
the highbinders.

NEW TREATMENT OF SEWAGE. 


Just atthe present time, anything re- 
lating to sewage treatmentis of con- 
siderable interest to citizens of Lam 
Angeles. The London Times, in a re- 
cent issue, gave a description of a new 
‘process just perfected there, fiom 
which we make the following extract: 


In the various systems of sewage trea'- 
ment that have been intreduced from time 
to time the principle generaily adopted has 
been to treat the sew ge at the point where 
it is collected for deodorization and dis- 
posal. necessarily involves the un- 


checked furmation of gases in the sewers

which cases have to be dealt with by ve 
tilation—wnhich means their emission into 
the atmesphere—or by other means. After 
baving devoted several years to the ti- 
cal study of ‘the question, Mr. E. Barris 
Reeves ciaims that he has perfected a sys- 
tem of sewage treatment which goes to the 
root of the evil. He deodurized the sewxge 
as itis run into the sewers from the houses, 
or even attacks it in the houses themsei ves, 
and thus prevents the formation of sewer 
gases: but if they should be formed 
they are at once rendered inedorous anid 
innocusus. Thisis eff-cted by piacing in 
the manholes in the streets a #inall earthen- 
ware »pparatus, contaiting two chemicals. 
which, in combination, act simuit neously 
on the gas present in the sewers and on the 
sewae itseif. Ihe chemic ls employed are 
strong sulphuric acid and a solution of 
mang snate of soda, which are automaticalls 
mixed and give off sulphurous acid gas and 
nascent oxygen. Of these two gases thr 
former is a complete destroyer of putrefac 
tive and contagious organisms. while the 
latter is a perfect deodorizer. The solution 
formed by the union of the two chemicals 
cous sts of a liquia containing a large per- 
centage of permanganic acid and a smal! 
quantity of sulphuric acid. This solution 
overflows into the sewer from the chamber 
in which the admixture takes p'ace and de- 
odorizes the sewage to a greater or less ex- 
tent on its way to the precipitating tanks, 
At the same time, whatever gases are 
evoived ffom the sewage are ;eutralized by 
the chemical gases, for to reach the outer 
atmosphere the sewage gases must pass 
throngh the chamber in which the chemical 
gases are generated.

Is Hair Invested with an Independ- 
ent Vital Spark ?—Transplanted 
Hair—Hair Snakes — Hair That 
Grows After Its Owner Is Dead 
and Buried. 


A representative of Tne Tres, 
while occupying a barber’s chaira few 
days ago, had his attention called by 
the tonsorial artist to a peculiar freak 
of bair. 

‘*‘Do you know,” said the man of 
razors, ‘“‘the stray hairs sometimes 
work into the skin and take root and 


grow?’’ 

The reporter did not know it, and 
expressed some astonishment at the 
information. 

“It’s a common experience with bar- 
bers,”’ he continued, as he carefull 
wiped his razor on an almanac leaf, 
and, baring his forearm, he showed 
where three or four hairs were grow- 
ing on a portion of cuticle otherwise 
destitute of hirsute adornment. One 
of the hairs was black, another gray, 
and a thirdred. They probably repre- 
sented ‘“‘snippings’’ from the heads of

Or:di- 
narily the bead forms where the root 
of the hair is. It’s a curious little 
animal, no mistake, and wiggies 
around through the water in a way 
to leave no doubt of its being en- 
dowed with a vigorous animal exist- 
ence. If you take ut of its ele- 
ment and to bre cut it in two, 
ou will find it just as tough as a horse- 
air, and it will squirm under the or- 
deal and give up its life just as any 
otner snake would. No, I can’t tell 
whether the pieces would. come to life 
again or form new snakes if put back 
in the water; never tried it. hether 
they are males or females and whether 
if a lot of them were put together in a 
a they would perpetuate their kind, 
have noiaea. That would bea god 
ject for a scientist to study up, © ? 
**Taiking about hair, though,” con- 
tinued Tonsor, now, thoroughly en- 
grossed in his subject, “do you know 
that it sometimes continues to grow 
on &@ man’s or woman’s head after he 
is dead and buried?’ And this 
brought up a new phase of the subject, 
and one even more interesting and 
gruesome. That the hair of people 
grows after death is not a particularly 
cheerful fact, but it is a Pict. never- 
theless, and there have been | 


legitimately invested with much 
humor, an uncanny interest attaches 
to the stories, much_as would be the 
case were a person to see a dead man 
exhumed who had turned over in his 
coffin after he had beeu buried. It is 
the popular belief that when a man 
dies he dies all over; or, as Dickens 
says in Scrooge in regard to the death 
of **Old Marley,’’ that he was as dead 
asa door nail. One is inclined to be- 
lieve that each particular hair upon a 
man’s head gives up the ghost when 
the man dies, consequently a coffin full 
of hair attached to the head of a “‘ca- 
daver,”’ after a burial of 10 years, is 
inclined to give one who sees such a 
sight the creeps, and give rise to all 
sorts of unpleasant thoughts. ‘Io 
think of a corpse growing luxuriant 
hair and a beard while reposing in the 
depths of a grave is to invest a grave- 
yard with melancholy interest. 

“There was a particular friend of 
mine once named Uambridge, in Ayl- 
mer, Canada, who died, and I was 
called upon to shave his face when 
the body was prepared for burial. 
Now you know,” he continued, witha 
show of professional pride, which was 
quite excusable, ‘that I am atolerably 
close shaver, and you may be sure 
that, as he was a friend, [ did a 
good, clean job. Well, about a year 
after he had been buried, the body was 
taken up to be shipped to his wife in 
Syracuse, N.Y., and they found that 
his beard had growp two inches.” 
Then, raising his voice to the regula- 
tion pitch, the barber said, ‘‘Next, 
gentleman!”’ and.the reporter vacated. 

But the subject of human hair was 
still uppermost in the scribe’s mind, 


vand,as he sauntered out upon the 


street, he pursued the inquiry. 

Dr. H. G. Brainerd, County Physi- 
cian, said that he had a half-uncle in 
Maine who died in 1852, and whose 
remaius were undisturbed for 10 years. 
At the ena of that time they were ex- 
humed for the pu of removal to 
some other place. After death the face 
of the corpse had been shaven clean, as 
is usual. Those who extumed the 

y were struck with amazement 
when the lid of the coffin was removed 
to find a luxuriant beard reaching to 
the waist. 

There was a captain of a Mexican 
War vessel many years ago, who was 
well Known in San Francisco, and who 
occupied a prominent and influential 
position as a naval man. He was 
cruising in the ocean around Lower 
Califoraia when an accident caused his 


death. A gun broke loose from 
its lashings in some way in 
a heavy sea and it struck the 


worthy captain. He died from the 
effect of the blow, and it became 
necessary to bury him. Instead of 
giving him a seaman’s burial, a shove 
into midocean with a cannon-ball at 
his heels, his men at much trouble got 
bim ashore, and h as buried in a 
lonely place on the 
California, with a rude cru 
the spot. The grave was 
for four years, when finally tlie Mexi- 
can Government directed the removal 
of the dust tothe City of Mexico. A 
party was sent out for that purpose 
and found the grave. When the body 
was brought to view it was discovered 
that for some reason the features and 
remains were in a remarkable state of 
preservation. Whether it was owing 
to some chemical element in the soil. 
© not, they were almost petrified. 
But the strangest sight was the face. 
A beard had grown upon the wnce 
smoothly-shaven face to a length of 
several inches, and the hair of the 
bad also grown several! inches.

Dr. R. Wernigk has seen. ‘“stiffs”’ 
upon the dissecting table, both in this 
country and Europe, where the. beard, 
hair and nails had grown. He says 
that in these cases, the effect of growth 
may bave been produced by the shrink- 
ing away of the skin; but it is possible 
that there was also some growth. 

It bas been mentioned that corpses 
of men are wey shaved, and.it 
may be added that itis not a pleasant 
job for those whose duty it is to per- 
form this last act for the dead. ntil 
recent years it was nearly always done 
by barbers. But it is singular what 
a superstition existe amongst barbers 
in regard to shaving a corpse. One 
would think tbat a barber would not 
be squeamish about such a little thing, 
but nine barbers out of ten will resort 
to almost any expedient to get out of 
the disagreeable task. The price which 
barbers get for shaving a corpse is $5, 
and during dull times barbers whuse 
nerves allow them to doit frequently 
hope that they can get several corpses 
to shave during a month. No amount 
of money can induce some of the pro- 
fession, however, to tackle a corpse. 
They will not admit that it is a super- 
stition, but when asked to perform the 
task they will simply say that they 
don’t want to, giving a woman’s rea- 
son therefor. 

Of late years undertakers do near! 
all the shaving of departed ones. To 
be sure, they can scarcely be called ex- 
owl and sometimes they cut the face, 

ut this does not matter, for they can 
per it up, and, of course, a corpse 

s atthe mercy of the operatur, and 
cannot object. 

There is an advancement in the art 
of 8s, however, just as 
there has been in all other branches of 
art. In the last few years a prepara- 
tion has been in use amongst pro- 
gressive and skillful undertakers, which 
renders the matter quite easy of ac- 
complishment. The preparation, when 
sppl ed to the face, has a curious soft- 
ening effect upon the skin, so that the 
beard can be almost removed with a 
po knife. The barber’s services 

ave become less and less requisite as 
a factor in the final disposition of the 
dead, and the undertaker has monopo- 
lized the whole business, so to speak. 

In olden times barbers had many 
queer experiences in their relations 
with the dead. One of them related a 
story to the reporter yesterday which 
may be recited. A green barber, who 
was a sort of butt in a little town in 
Canada, was cailed one day to shave 
a dead man, who had 0obeen 
sick a long time with consumption. 
He went to the house and began oper- 
ations. He had just finished his task 
when the dead man moved and 
groaned: He fied from the house, and 

learned that the other barbers had 
played him a trick. The consumptive 
had only been very low, and no¢ dead. 
Afterwards the barber was sent for 
again. He was very suspicious, but 
finally went, being assured that the 
subject was reaily dead. The mouth 
of the corpse had been propped 
together, and when the barber had 
finished one side of the face the mouth 
fellopen. The barber stopped, and, 
after looking in a disgusted manner at 
it for a second, said, ‘You can’t fool 
me again, durn you,’

house. 
Returnino wever, to the sub- 
ject of thi the growth of hair 


after death; various reasous -have been 
advanced why it takes place. It is be- 
lieved by some that the hair cell does 
not die at once when life has left ihe 
body, but that it continues to perform 
its functions until its vitality is ex- 
hausted. Others believe that some 
sort of mechanical growth takes place 
through a chemical change; that cer- 
tain chemical elements may unite in 
producing the growth, and that it bas 
no reference to the vitality of the cell. 
The fact ot the astonishing length of 
some hair grown after death does away 
with the theory that it is due toa 
shrinking away of the skin and tissues. 
Medical works have: very little to say 
upon the subject, and even the ency- 
clopedias are silent about it. Of course 
it makes very little difference to a man 
what becomes of bis beard after he is 
unable to stroke it, but so many well- 
authenticated cases of growth have oc- 
curred thatitis quite an interesting 
field for research. |

THE OPINION. 

The use of water for sale, rental or 
distribution is a public use and is sub+ 
ject to regulation and control of nad 
State as must be prescribed by law. 

By general laws a water company 
has no right to arbitrarily fix its own 
water rates, but the power is delegated 
to the Board of Trustees of the city, 
and it is not for the company to say 
what any one public or private must 


pay. 

FEach year a now ordinance is re- 
quisite to fix the rates and any attempt 

of the company to arbitrarily fix arate 
and collect without the rate having 
-peen first fixed by the Board of ‘Trus- 
tees render the company liable to for- 
feit its franchise to the _city for the 
“public use.” 

The charge for furnishing water for 
street sprinkiing is a proper charge 
against the city legally; as to the 
policy of making the ¢c arge that is 
not for discussion here.
